G. O. P. Nominee Has 1,-

NEW YORK, Nov. 
figures in the Literary Digest’s 
presidential election poll published 
in the perioc‘cal which went on 
sale today, giving Herbert Hoover, 
Republican nominee, a command- 
ing lead over his Democratic op- 
ponent, Gov. Smith. 

The magazine received a total 
of 2,767,263 votes of the 19,000,- 
000 ballots it sent out. Of this 
number Herbert Hoover. received 
1,750.584 to 987,795. for Gov. 
Smith, or a percentage of 63.2 for 
Hoover to 35.7 for Smith. Some 
of the returns were scattered 
among other candidates, 

The Digest poll showed Goy. 
Smith leading only in four States

Republican leaders, of course, 
are well satisfied with the results 
of the poll, but Democratic lead- 
ers deprecate it. 

John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, is 
quoted by the Digest as saying 
that: “It is interesting to note 
that if the figures shor ‘n the 
poll are corrected through apply:

Attorney-General Declares 
That Persons Still in Line 
at That Hour Will Lose 
Their Votes. 


Qualified voters standing in line 
at precinct pollrng places at 7 p. 
m. next Tuesday will lose their 
votes, under a ruling announced 
today by Attorney-General Sharte] 
at Jefferson City. 

The Attorney-General based his 
ruling on a section of the election 
laws, providing that the polls 
shall close at 7. o’clock, 
no ballot shall be placed in the box 
theréafter. It is provided that bal- 
lots issued but not placed in the 
box shall be returned to the 
judges, and accounted for by them 
as issued and not voted. 

E. W. Foristel, for the Repub- 
lican city organization, asked the 
Attorney-General for a ruling on 
the point, following the Election 
Board’s recent announcement of 
the 7 o’clock closing. Foristel sug- 
gested that the policeman on duty 
at each polling place should bring 
up the end of any waiting line at 7, 
and that those who had arrived be- 
fore that hour should be permitted 
to vote. The Attorney-General 
holds that the law would not per- 
mit this. 

The Election Board has  an- 
nounced that ample provision has 
been made for every voter to cast 
his ballot between 6 a. m. and 7 
p. m., providing, of course, that 
voters observe the injunrtion to 
yote early. 


EARTHQUAKE IN EL PASO 
CAUSES SLIGHT DAMAGE 


Two Tremors Felt at Chihuahua 
City, Mexico; Clocks Stopped 
at Valentine, Tex. 

By the Associated Press. 

EL PASO, Tex., Nov. 1.—Resi- 
dents of El Paso were alarmed 
last night by a slight earthquake 
of 30 seconds’ duration, which 
shook buildings and caused slight 
damage within a 30-mile radius in 
the Rio Grande Valley. 
was injured. 

Two distinct earth tremors were 
felt at Chihuahua City, Mexico, 
and reports reaching El Continen- 
tal, Spanish language newspaper 
here, said that several cracks ap- 
peared in the Government palace 
and other buildings there, while 
at Guadalupe, a small town below 
Juarez, two or three houses were 

maged. 

Many persons ran into the 
streets and excitement prevailed 
for a time, as earthquakes are a 
strange experience here. It was 
the first tremor felt in five years. 

Clocks stopped at 9:16 p. m. at 
Valentine, Tex., east of El Paso. 

Earthquake fremors, thought to 
have had their origin in the State 


of Sonora, Mexico, were recorded 
by the St. Louis University seis- 
mograph last night from 10:16 


o’clock to 10:20. Father Joliat, S. 
J., seismologist, estimating the dis- 
tance at 1250 miles, said the shocks 
came from a_ west-southwesterly 
direction, probably from some- 
where on the west slope of the 
Sierra Madre,

Work of Laying Tubes From Oak- 
land Avenue to Point Near 
Union Boulevard Started, 

Central Forest Park will be torn 
up for the next year or so. The 
work of digging River des Peres 
sewer, from Oakland avenue to a 
point near the Union boulevard en- 
trance, was begun yesterday by a 
hattery of steam shovels, 

Two horseshoe-shaped tubes are 
to laid across the park, each 23 
feet wide and 25 feet high. This 
represents $2,500,000 of the $11,- 
000,000 cost of the entire Des Peres 
channel and drainage improve- 
ment, from the western city limits 
to the Mississippi River. West of 
Union to a point near the north- 
west corner of the park, the con- 
tract still is to be let. It will be 
for a single tube, 32 feet wide and 
23 feet high.

He expressed the hope 
that he would find a good offer in 
the stack of mail and telegrams 
awaiting him which would enable 
him to return to the United States 
as soon as possible, 


“Maid of All Work.” 

Terhune said that he had always 
had a place to eat and plenty of 
food during the trans-Atlantic pas- 
sage, but that he had no place to 
sleep and had to lie down wherever 
he could find a spot that wasn't 
being used, He was a “maid of all 
work” aboard and was well treated 
by the crew and passengers alike. 

The correspondents who inter- 
viewed Terhune wanted to know 
how Dr. Eckener had taken the 
discovery of a stowaway aboard 
his ship. At this question Terhune, 
who had been talking freely, mere- 
ty answered, “he smiled,”,and then 
suddenly became less communica- 
tive, saying with a show of mys- 
tery that he had “an arrangement” 
with Dr. Eckener which did not 
permit him to talk. 

Mrs. Clara Adams of Tanners- 
ville, Pa., the-only woman aboard 
the Graf Zeppelin, was so exhaust- 
ed when she disembarked that 
Kehl came to her aid. 

Mrs. Adams remarked: ai ee 
nothing to be proud of for I trav- 
eled as comfortably as was to be 
expected.

“You must have hreakfast im- 

mediately, or you'll faint,” Kehl 
replied. 

Passengers Highly Pleased. 

The American passengers of the 
Graf Zeppelin paid high praise to 
the airship and said they would 
not have missed the trip for any- 
thing.

Paul Marko of Brooklyn, and Jo- 
seph Jessel of New York said that 
they were so excited last night that 
they sat up and played cards. 
Champagne was served. 

One of the thrills of the journey, 
the men'said, was flying over Dijon.

“The view from the Zeppelin as 
we hovered above Friedrichshafen 
and Lake Constance was one of 
overwhelming beauty,” Nolde said.

He was taken into cus- 
tody on the third floor of the Stix, 
Baer & Fulier department store, 
where he had arranged to meet an 
acquaintance who was secretly as- 
sisting the Federal authorities. 
The informant, whose name is 
withheld, came to the Federal 


Building, the inspectors said to- 
day, and reported that Reichert

, had offered him $1500 if he would 


assist him in his efforts to avoid 
prosecution by the Government. 


Meetfhg Arranged by Phone. 

The informant-had a telephone 
conversation with MHeichert in 
which an immediate meeting was 
arranged. When Reichert reached 
the meating place he found inspéc- 
tors there. Hle was taken to the 
Federal Building for questioning. 

The warrant is based on a letter 
written by the Reichert-Bright Co. 
to the DeWeese Lumber Co. of 
Philadelphia, ordering three car- 
loads of lumber, to be paid for on 
delivery. 

Inspectors. said they had infor- 
mation that the Reichert-Bright 
Co. ordered 175 carloads of lum- 
ber, worth about $500 each, on this 
‘basis and re-sold them at from $14 
to $100 under the purchase price 
without paying for them. 

Loss Set at $75,000. 

When bankruptcy hearings were 
held last year, it was shown that 
southern lumber mills had lost 
about $75,000 through the failure 
of the concern, having sold lum- 
ber to it more than three monthe 
after credit rating companies had 
withdrawn the rating of the 
Reichert- ‘Bright Lumber Co, The 
company was organized in 1921 
with a capital of $21,000.

OFFERS DEFENSE OF 
INDICTED OFFICER 


Rejects Grand Jury Sugges- 
tion to Oust ‘Toots’ 
Clark, Accused as an Ex- 


tortionist.

Cleaners’, Dyers’ and Pressers’ 
Union 17,920 issued a _ statement 
today defending as an object of 
“police persecution” its financial 
secretary and business agent, Ed- 
ward L. Clark, known as “Toots,” 
who recently was indicted by the 
St. Louis County grand jury for 
robbery based on alleged extortion 
of $2500, and was crit#eised previ- 
ously by the St. Louis grand jury, 
which recommended that the un- 
ion discharge him. This the union 
refuses to do. 

Referring apparently to Robert 
Birenbaum, head of the Washing- 
ton Cleaning and Dyeing Co., who 
alleged Clark extorted $2500 from 
him under threats of bombing his 
plant, the union statement says: 


“We feel that it is more than a 
mere coincidence that the man 
upon whose testimony this indict- 
ment was voted operates a busi- 
ness place which for some time has 
been On unfriendly terms with our 
union. We are confident, there- 
fore, that the public will be fair 
enough to withhold judgment un- 
til Mr. Clark has had his day in 
court. 

Refuses to Oust Clark. 

“We non-concur in the recom- 
mendation of the recent St. Louis 
»grand jury that Business Agent 
Clark be removed from office to- 
gether with the assertion that 
Clark is a ‘police character.’ The 
term, ‘police character,’ is open to 
more than one construction. An 
innocent man might be picked up 
on suspicion by the police and lat- 
er released upon establishing his 
innocence. He immediately  be- 
comes a ‘police character,’ accord- 
ing to the general application of 
that term. 

“Once the label ‘police character’ 
is pinned upon a man, he is liable 
to arrest any time that a crime is 
committed within miles of his 
whereabouts. We are led to the 
conclusion that that is exactly 
what is happening to business 
agent Clark.” 

Says Union Retails Confidence. 


The statement adds that Clark 
handles all the funds of the or- 
ganization, that there is not the 
“slightest evidence” to justify his 
removal, that the union members 
have voted confidence in Clark 
and will not be “swept off our feet 
by the cry ‘police character.’ ” 

The union is in accord, it states, 
with the grand jury’s suggested 
legislation to restrict the handling 
of explosives, but the union re- 
serves judgment “as to who shail 
serve us in official capacity.” 

“Our membership is not a law- 
less element and we desire thit 
such a conclusion be withheld un 
til it can be based upon concrete 
evidence rather than police perse- 
cution and possible vindictiveness 
of unfriendly employes,” the 
union’s statement concludes. 

The statement was signed by 12 
committee comprising Joseph M. 
Quinn, Henry H. White. John W. 
Johnson, Heman C. Cowdery and 
Louis E. Keller.

AMBASSADOR HOUGHTON'S 
RESIGNATION ACCEPTED

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has accepted the 
resignation of Allanson B. Hough- 
ton, Ambassador to Great Britain, 
now the Republican candidate for 
the United States Senate from 
New York. 

In the letter accepting Eough- 
tion's -‘signation, President Cool- 
idge praised the former Ambas- 
sador for his “splendid record” as 
Ambassador to Germany whence 
he was promoted to London’ with 
“equally marked” success, 

“Your recent communication 
tendering your resignation as our 
Ambassador to Great Britain has 
been received,”’ the letter said. “I 
need not tell you how much | 
shall feel the loss of your services 
in that very important post, even 
though ft is to be followed by a 
continuation of your public life tn 
the Senatorship of the State of 
New York. 

“You were our first Ambassador 
to Germany after the war, where 
your discretion and ability repre- 
sented with so much fidelity the 
attitude of our Government, which 
soon gafned for you the entire con- 
fidence of that country and did so 
much to ré-establish our friendly 
relations. Your influence there was 
of great importance in restoring a 
spirit of peace throughout Europe.

The new rate will become effec- 
tive Nov. 16. The increase Was 
made on the recommendation of 
the Federal Tariff Commission. 

The principal beneficiaries of the 
new schedule will be the Alume 
inum Co. of America, which is 
controlled by the Melion interests 
of Pittsburg, and the John R. Mc« 
Lean estate, of which Edward B, 
McLean, Washington publisher 
and capitalist, is one of the two 
controlling trustees, 

Other large beneficiaries are the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
the Inland Steel Co. and the Key- 
stone Fluorspar and Lead Co. - 
How Production Is Controlled, 
The Aluminum Co, through its 
subsidiary, the Franklin Fluorspar 
Co. and the McLean estate, 
through .the Rosiclare Lead and 
Fluorspar Co. together control ap- 
proximately one-third of the to- 
tal domestic. production of the 
mineral on which the duty was 
raised. -The steel corporation, 
through the Lafayette Fluorspar 
Co. and the Inland Co, through the 
Hillside Fluorspar Co, control 
slightly less than another third. 
The Keystone Co., an tndepende 
ent corporation and about 30 oth- 
er smaller companies control the 
remaining domestic production, 
Exact production figures can-only 
be obtained from the Commission's 
confidential files, These figures 
are not available for publication. 

It was reported here that the 
Aluminum Company had recently 
acquired about 25 of the smaller 
Illinois companies, but this could 
not be verified. The commission's 
expert in charge of the Fluorspar 
investigation said that he ha 
heard nothing of these report 
consolidations. ‘ 

The average annual domestic 
production of Fluorspar has been 
slightly more than 100,000 short 
tons. Of this amount, 80 to 86 
per cent has been used as a4 flux 
in open hearth steel furnaces, .

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WHAT ARE MR. HOOVER’S PLANS? 

It has been announced that the substance of Mr. 
Hoover’s speech in St. Louis Friday night will be 
farm relief. Presumably he will emphasize his an- 
nounced plan to call a special session of Congress, if 
the subject is not disposed of in the short session, to 
deal with the relief of agriculture. 

We will be glad to hear from Mr. Hoover how he 
proposes to make that session effective for the relief 
of the farmers. The present Congress has put itself 
on record by a two-thirds vote of the Senate and near- 
ly two-thirds of the House in favor of the McNary- 
Haugen bill, the principle of which Gov. Smith has 
approved and accepted, and which Mr. Hoover has 
rejected as socialistic. 

The next Senate will probably be practically of the 
same complexion as the present Senate, and there is 
no reason to believe that the members of the next 
House, many of whom will be re-elected, will enter- 
tain a different sentiment on farm relief than that 
prevailing in the present House. 

The farmers, represented by their leaders and the 
Congressmen sent from the farming districts, de- 
mand a measure embodying the principle of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill. Approving his plan fd call a spe 
cial session, perhaps Mr. Hoover can tell how he can 
induce Congress and the farmers to accept a plan 
which they have not approved for one they have ap- 
proved. 

Speaking of socialism, in Gov. Smith’s farm plan 
he proposes to put the cost of controlling the export- 
able surplus by a Government board on the com- 
modities benefited. Mr. Hoover proposes to put the 
cost of his farm board to advise and aid the farmers 
on the Government, suggesting that it would be én- 
tirely proper to expend two or three hundred millions 
of dollars for that purpose. In short, he proposes to 
subsidize the farmers. 

Mr. Coolidge, whose policies Mr. Hoover has in- 
dorsed, objects to the equalization fee because it im- 
poses a tax on all those benefited for the handling of 
the exportable surplus. But we have heard no objection 
on the part of either Mr. Coolidge or Mr. Hoover 
the tax imposed on all the people, through the tariff, 
for the benefit of the protected manufacturers. 

Mr. Borah, in his Baltimore speech, frankly said 
that he opposed any interference with the internal 
affairs of our Latin-American neighbors. He opposed 
interference in Nicaragua. He opposed the policy 
of Mr. Taft, Mr. Wilson and Mr. Coolidge in Nicara; 
gua. He is against sending our marines to Nica- 
ragua. And in the same breath he declared there 
would be a new era of relations with our Latin-Amer- 
fean neighbors if Mr. Hoover were elected. 

Let Mr. Hoover speak for himself. His spokesmen 
have been making all sorts of promises for him, and 
here is a specific promise made for him on the part 
of Mr. Borah. We would like to hear Mr. Hoover on 
this specific proposal to withdraw marines from Nica- 
ragua at the earliest possible time, and to keep hands 
off our southern -neighbors. He is the man to 
clarify that issue and declare himself.

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WHAT CAN BE. DONE. 

It is commonly said that nothing can be done 
about prohibition, but this is not the opinion of 
Howard Lee McBain, Ruggles Professor of Constitu- 
tional Law in Columbia University, who has exhaus- 
tively studied, the question and put forth his con- 
clusions in a book. (“Prohibition, Legal and Illegal.” 
Macmillan.) 

After going through all the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court as to prohibition, together 
with the dry laws of the states and the attitude of 
the Court toward other questions displaying some of 
the same phenomena, Prof. McBain dismisses utterly 
the empty negation that the nation is caught in the 
dry net and cannot escape. It can escape if it wants 
to, precisely as the South escaped from the net 
spread for it by the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments despite the efforts of Congress to make those 
amendments effective. 

In the opinion of Prof. McBain they never will be 
made effective because they postulate not a judicial 
problem to which the law can be applied literally, but 
a pdlitical problem into which the political necessi- 
ties of the people enter. Thus, the republican form 
of government guaranteed the states by the Federal 
Constitution is a political, not a judicial, problem. 
Not all the states have a republican form of gov- 
ernment, since no less than 19 of them have anti- 
syndicalist acts which are anything but republican. 
Nevertheless, it is only rarely the United States 
Supreme Court, as it did in the Oregon anti-parochial 
school law, interferes with what the states want. 
That is because what the states conceive to be their 
political necessities is a political question, as the Su- 
preme Court expressly pointed out little more than 
a year ago when it said in the Whitney case that 
California has a right to her law in denial of free 


of her necessities. 


This brings us to what Prof. McBain thinks can | 


be done about prohibition. 
the greatest political question with which the Ameri- 
can people have had to deal since slavery. It has 
become plain that what was done in the moral 
hysteria of wartime no longer meets the political 
necessities of the country. What, therefore, can be 
done?

To the student of social phenomena, there 
are two aspects of this situation which are 
of especial interest.

“For two years it has not been a 
question of holding the price of 
wheat at the guaranteed level so 
much as preventing it from soaring 
abov ethat fair price level.” 

“When the armistice wassigned,” 
Reed continued, “the whole world 
was clamoring for our wheat and 
our farm products. Everybody 
knew they would com~- + high 
prices in all European markets. Mr. 
Hoover knew this, and accordingly 
refused to relax his grip. He :n- 
sisted still of maintaining the prices 
he had forced during the war. 

“But Mr. Peek was of a different 
opinion. He wanted our farmers 
to enjoy the advantages of the 
high prices they could secure in 
Furope.

Storm Off Newfoundland 
on Flight to Germany 
Provided ‘‘Thrill,” G. W. 
Crouse Relates. 


PRAISES DIRIGIBLE 
AND SKILL OF CREW 


Syracuse (N. Y.) Man As- 

-serts He Was Not Both- 
ered by Cold Although He 
Wore No Hat or Coat.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Nov. 1.—George W. Crouse, a 
wholesale grocer of Syracuse, N. 
Y., who was one of the passengers 
brought here by the Graf Zeppelin 
today, thinks there is only one way 
to have a really good time and go 
to Europe at the same time and 
that is by taking the Zeppelin 
route, 

“I enjoyed the trip far beyond 
my expectations,” he said, when 
interviewed by a reporter. “None 
of the passengers were worried at 
any time. We only speculated 
upon how much we would be held 
up by the head winds and storms. 
I wasn’t bothered in the least by 
the cold. Throughout the entire 
trip I managed to get*along with- 
out either a hat or coat. Some of 
the other passengers felt cold, but 
I thought the ocean air wasi a 
wonderful bracer. 

“I wish the dirigible were fly- 
ing back to America tomorrow s0 
I could go back with it. I haven't 
much time to spend in Europe and 
I'm going back to America from 
London on the first ship available. 

“It seems very strange to me to 
be walking on European soil today 
when just three days ago I was 
pushing down the turf of the good 
old U. S. A. 

Praises German Crew. 

“On the way over, I spent a lot 
of time walking about the Zeppe- 
lin and observing how splendiily 
and solidly it was built. It take 
my hat off to the brilliant airman- 
ship of the German crew. I must 
say that the German airmen are 
the coolest and cleverest bits of 
human mechanism I have ever en- 
countered. 

“I wish I could give you the 
same thrill by picturing the jour- 
ney as I enjoyed in making it. 
We passengers g0t our biggest 
thrill right at the beginning of the 
trip when a storm hit us off New- 
foundiand. We were struck by a 
terrific wind which roared and 
roared but did no damage. At the 
time, we thought we were far out 
over the ocean and when we sud- 
denly saw land beneath again, we 
thought something had happened 
and that Dr. Eckener had decided 
to return. 

“In addition to the wind it was 
raining heavily and the fog seemed 
to be thick enough to slice. But 
the ship behaved beautifully 
through it all. There was only a 
slight rolling now and then and 
if it hadn’t been for the sudden 
sight of land we would’t have no- 
ticed the storm at all. 

“The way the ship handled it- 
self was remarkable. The storm 
was so violent that it certainly 
would have tossed ocean liners 
about but it hardly affected us. At 
no time on the trip was there any 
sense of danger or fear. 

“After the storm was over we 
again sailed serenely over the wide 
expanse of ocean below. Occa- 


, Sionally we saw icebergs and laugh- 


ingly remarked that there was one 
danger we avoided by taking an 
airship. 
Played Cards and Chess. 

| “We ran into other storms vio- 
lent enough to have made any one 
on an rcean liner seasick but we 
hardly noticed them, the dirigible 
sailing smoothly and serenely 
through all of them. Then we 
hit some fine weather and saw a 
number of ships below. We playe4 
cards and chess to while the time 
away. 

“I spent many hours on the 
bridge with Captain Lehmann. He 
is a very efficient and practical 
gentleman and courteously  ex- 
plained to me many of the fintri- 
eacies of navigation and remarked 
that ‘future airships will be warm- 
er, anyhow.’” 

“He smiled when I told him I 
wasn't cold. The three American 
naval] officers aboard are all cour- 
teous, well-informed gentleman and 
we spent many hours together. 

“IT had the rare privilege of hav- 
ing frequent talks with Dr. Ernest 
Brandenburg, the German Air Min- 
ister, who was one of the passen- 
gers. He very obligingly sent a 
wireless to the Lufthansa company 
requesting that a special plane be 
gotten to take Miller and myself 
to London. 

Storm Over Bay of Biscay. 

“Over the Bay of Biscay, we 
again hit some nasty weather. 
Those last hours were the most 
umcomfortable of the whole trip. 
| We were greatly disappointed that 
we could not see the countryside 
over Southern France and Germany 
because of the darkness. 

“We-circled over Lake Constance 
for a long time before reaching the 
air field. It was very misty early 
this morning with the moon just 
managing to peep through the 
clouts. From our cabin windows 
the ground crew waving electric 
lights below to guide us presented

STRIKERS IN CONTEMPT 
ENTER JAIL SINGING 


Nine Women Among 26 Ken- 


osha (Wis.) Workers Serv- 
ing Sentences. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 1.— 
Singing “‘We may be gone for a 
long, long time,” 26 of the more 
than 200 knitters who have been on 
strike at the Allen-A plant in Ke- 
nosha entered the Milwaukee House 
of Correction yesterday to serve in- 
determinate sentences for civil con- 
tempt of court imposed by Federa] 
Judge Geiger. 


The sentences are a result of vi- 
olations of a restraining order 
granted to the company by Judge 
Geiger, forbidding the strikers to 
molest workers, congregate in the 
vicinity of the Kenosha plant or 
property. The 
commitment followed the refusal of 
the 26 to pay fines of $100 each. 
The sentences will be terminated at 
the discretion of the Judge. 

The imprisoned strikers included 
Mr. and Mrs. James Bennet, who 
have just been married. Arthur 
Goff and his wife took their three 
children—Arthur, 4 years old. and 
twin girls, Gloria and June, 16 
months old—with them, asserting 
that they had no one with whom 
to leave the children. The United 


damage company 
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States Marshal, however, assured 
them that there were no nursery 
facilities at the House of Correction 
and at the last moment they turned 
the children over to a relative. Nine 
of the 26 persons imprisoned are 
women. 

In Kenosha Tuesday evening, the 
departure of the convicted strikers 
took on the aspects of a college 
football celebration. Strikers and 
strike sympathizers paraded 
through the streets led by a band 
and carrying humorous banners and 


giving union yells in approved var- 
sity style. 

The strikers have been out of 
work for nine months, since the 
company refused to deai with the 
union. 

Once before a large group of 
strikers was brought before Iudee 
Geiger charged with violations of 
the same injunction, but they ob- 
tained jury trials and were acquit- 
ted.

NEW YORK, Nov, 1.—A Sstate- 
ment protesting against the wide- 
spread indorsement of 
Hoover and the Republican party 
by representatives of the Protestant 
churches in the country, because of 


Hoover’s stand on the_ prohibition 
question, was made public yester- 
day. The stateinent was signed by 


122 Protestant laymen, teachers of 
theology, ministers and: theological 
students. It was prepared by the 
Independent Committee of Pro- 
testants. 

The statement says: 

“We, the undersigned, ministers 
and laymen of Protestant churches, 
look with great apprehension upon 
the attempt of many of our re- 
spected leaders and official bodies 
to subordinate all other issues in 
this campaign to the single issue 
of prohibition. We understand 
and many of us share the concern 
of the Protestant churches over 
maintenance and enforcement of 
the prohibition laws. We regret 
that the churches should stake 
their moral influence in the sphere 
of social and political action on 
prohibition alone. 

“We believe that first of all the 
Republican party deserves a re- 
buke from the moral forces of this 
country for the unashamed corrup- 
tion which hks characterized its 
administration. Further, profound- 
ly concerned about the cause of 
peace, We dare mot trust the Re- 
publican party in view of its spon- 
sorship of the Navy bill, or its can- 
didate because of his statements 
about armament.

OT the least vital knowledge of 
N the facts of life is knowledge of 
the use of money. since we 
live in a world where money is a 
standard of value, he who has not 
early learned its place is always at 
a disadvantage 
Parents *r. shocked and pained 
when suns and daughters in their 
teens blithely “order” and “charge 
it please” without the slightest con- 
sideration for the family purse. 
Yet how should adolescents know 
the effort it costs to earn their food 
and clothes or how much they can 
afford for a tennis racket? When 
they were four or five they had no 
notion where the nickel came from 
which they spent for chocolate, or 
that the groceries that came -into 
the family kitchen were actually 
paid for in so many dollars and 
cents. 
As soon as the child is old enough 
to spend a nickel he should have a 
definite allowance, no matter how 
small it may be. In this way he 
will find out for himself that pen- 
nies are quickly spent, that the 
purchase of a coveted toy requires 
abstention from many smaller grat- 
ifications, that outside the home 
everything must be paid for. 
As soon as he is ready for an al« 
lowance he is ready to earn money. 
There are a score of little tasks for 
which even a kindergartner can be 
paid. Only by experiencing for 
himself the work it requires to get 
money can he gain @ proper appre- 
clation of its value. 

The child learns the use of 
money in a very realistic way when 
he accompanies his mother on her 
marketing trips. He finds o@t that

N. K.—The recipe for kraut pub- 
lished last year is: Remove the 
outer leaves from firm cabbages 
and slice the cabbage into shreds 
either by hand, or with a machine 
for the purpose. In the bo.ium of 
the barrel or jar put a layer of 
coarse salt, then a layer of cabd- 
bage and salt again until the de- 
sired amount is packed. With each 
layer of cabbage press down with 
a heavy pestle until the uice 
floats on the surface, when a fresh 
laver cam be added. Some flavor 
sauerkraut ith a few grains of 
coriander or juniper berries, oth- 
ers do not care for such flavoring. 
When the jar is filled spread’over 
it some clean white leaves of cab- 
bage and cover all with a piece of 
clean, white muslin carefully tuck 
ing the edge against the jar. Place 
a block of wood on top of the 
cloth, then add weight enough to 
keep the juice well over the block. 
Let stand one week. Remove the 
cloth and the leaves. Rinse in clear 
water, and replace as before, add- 
ing to the weight as is necessary 
to keep the juice covering the sur- 
face. Use this cleansing process 
twice a week, until fermentation 
is complete, when the kraut is 
ready for use.
